we are going too far. They believe 
that any Bible teaching on the 
eternal security of a believer in 
Christ is “a dangerous doctrine.” 


To help us understand this clear 
Bible teaching on this subject, let 
us suppose that a child of God can 
- fall away ahd be lost after he has 
- truly been saved. Let us suppose 
that many who have been convert- 
a ie aged lost their salvation and 
—. have 
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prayerful hearts see the doctrinal 
implications of it. Let us see where 
such a teaching must inevitably 
lead. 

Here are four ridiculous absurd- 
itites that would follow if a saved 
person should become lost and go 
to Hell. We. entreat you to read 
them carefully, check up the Scrip- 
tures for yourself, and see how 
untrue to the Scripture is the doc- 
'trine that souls may be lost after 
they are saved, that born-again 
Christians, children of God, may 
lose salvation and go to Hell. 


|. Then Salvation Would Be of 
Works and Not of Grace. 


There is no doubt that many de- 
vout Christian people who believe 
that a child of God can become lost 
again mean to believe the Bible 
gocae of salvation by grace. 

oe will be shocked when I say 
they are really teaching salva- 

tion by works and not of’ grace. 
But careful study will.show that 
that-is certainly true. If a saved 
person can be lost again, then it 
is because he failed in his works, 


If he does not become lost, then it 
| is because of his works. Thus, 
| all who are saved are really saved

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How Judas Iscariot Lost His Soul «

“Judas by transgression fell, that 


he might go to his own place” 
(Acts 1725). 

The story of Judas is one of the 
saddest, and one of the most dis- 
appointing that has ever been re- 
corded. Men have tried to make 
excuses for ‘him. 

In the last century an English 
essayist, Thomas De Quincey, the 
author of “Confessions of an Eng- 
lish Opium Eater’ wrote an essay 
in which he attempted to show that 
Peter was far more culpable than 
Judas because of his base and 
cowardly behaviour. Judas, accord- 
ing to De Quincey, was simply try- 
ing to give his Lord an opportun- 
ity to display himself, and assert 
His Messiahship. 

Even so distinguished a _ theolo- 
gian as Archbishop Whately, of the 
Anglican Church, took much the 
same: position a few years ago. 

That somewhat eccentric novel- 
ist, Marie Corelli, wrote the book 
entitled, “Barabbas,” and in that 
book Judas is almost next to the 
Christ himself, the hero of the 
piece. He is.described as a man 
actuated by the. highest motives, 
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pearance the 
Roman power, and give back to 
the people of Israel their indepen- 
dence, and so according to Corelli, 
he took the opportunity of betray- 
ing Jesus into the hands of His 


enemies in order that He might 


thus assert himself. 

Needless to say these views are 
absolutely opposed to the Divine 
record. Here we have the very 
word of the living God. We do not 
need to theorise as to the motives 
that actuated Judas. The Holy 
Spirit Himself has told us plainly 
enough of what manner of spirit 
he was. 

Many people have been troubled 


| because the Lord Jesus Christ ever 


selected Judas to be one of the 
twelve. There have been various 
conflicting theories in regard to 
His motive for doing so. Some 
have supposed that, because it was 
foreknown of God that Judas would 
be the traitor, that he would be- 


erately chose him, and put him in 
the place of apostleship in order 
that he might thus fulfil the Scrip- 
ture in betraying Him. This would 
be making Divine foreknowledge 
a kind of fatalism, and we may be 
sure that our Lord Jesus Christ 
had no such motive. Others have 
gone to the other extreme and sup- 
posed that the Lord was deceived 
in Judas, that He never really un- 
derstood this man, that He thought 
him to be a better man than he 
was, and that, therefore, it was a 
great disappointment to Him when 


may dismiss that supposition with 
these words, “He knew what was 
in man.” No one ever deceived 
Him, and yet, knowing Judas 
through and through, He gave him 
every opportunity. 

When I think of Judas, I can- 
not but believe that in the eyes of 
his brother apostles, he was a most 
trustworthy man up to the very 
last. He was the one Judean of the 
company. His name, Judas Iscariot, 
or as given elsewhere, Judas, the 
son of Simon Iscariot, “indicates the 
town from which he came. Iscariot 
simply means, “man of Kerioth.” 
He came from that Judean village.

In a revival campaign in Whit- 
tier, California, one young man 
came forward to be saved three 
different times in three weeks. 
Each time he claimed that he had 
been saved before, but had sinned 
and became lost again in the next 
few days. Really that is not an 
unusual experience. Once I held 


.8ervices in a Salvation Army hall, 


and following my'plain invitation 
for lost sinners to repent of. their 
sins and come to trust Christ for 
salvation, about half of the regular 
attendants who had long testified 
to their salvation, came forward to 
be saved again. I have even known 
of people saved one night, and the 
next night, declaring they were 
lost again, coming forward to be 
Saved again! Last week a good 
man told me’ how, in his church 
which believes that saved people 
are lost again when they sin, in 
each revival campaign most of the 
members of the church come 
forward ‘to be saved again. That 
seems to me to belittle salvation, 
and greatly dishonor God. But it 
a child of God is lost when he sins, 
then all these were exactly right 
in coming to be saved again, and 
again, and again, if they had sin- 
-ned again and had become lost 
again. 

. Actually, you can see that if, on 
that plan, one gets to Heaven at 
all, it will be because of his hold- 
ing out faithful, because of his ‘‘en- 
during to the end.”

Can a saved person ever be lost? 
That depends on who does the sav- 
ing. If God does the saving, then 
of course if God fails the salvation 
is lost. If God is faithful and does 
what He promises,’ then “one who 
trusts in Him-will not become lost. 
But if man does his own saving 
by his good works, then when man 
quits working he is lost. And if he 
does “hold out faithful,” if he does 
“endure to the end,” and if he does 
“go through with God,” then of 
course his salvation is by human 
works and not by re ‘Ss unmerited 
grace. 

‘But that is an Ss taninlii for 
Ephesians 2:8,9: “For by grace are 
ye saved through faith; and that 


af Ee - not of yourselves: it-is the gift of 
aI a God: not of works, lest any man 


should boast.”’ The clearest doc- 
trine in thé Bible is that no man 
deserves salvation, and that only 


cy ‘a God’s gracé,, His unmerited favor,

nal destruction. 

But if a saved man becomes lost 
from lack.of works or stays saved 
because he lives faithfully for God, 
then salvation is not of grace at 
all but is all of man’s works. 

If a born-again Christian can 


right to expect to be saved by the 
fruit of the ground, which he raised 
by his hard toil and labor. And 
it a saved person is only on pro- 
bation, and is not saved a second 
beyond any sin he may be trapped 
into, then Abel was wrong to bring 
the blood of the lamb, expecting 
forgiveness and salvation alto- 
getner apart from his own merits. 

If a saved person can be lost 
again after he has trusted Christ 
for forgiveness and salvation, then 


the Pharisee was right when he; 


came into the temple to pray and 
said, “God, I thank thee, that I am 
not as other men are, extortioners, 
unjust, adulterers, or even as this 
publican. I fast twice in the week, 
1 give tithes of all that I process, 
(Luke "18:11,12). The Fkharisee 
frankly thought he was on proba- 
tion, that by his good deeds he 
would go to Heaven. And if a saved 
person who had trusted in the 
blood of Christ can be lost, then 
the poor publican who smote upon 
his breast and said, ‘““God be merci- 
ful to me a sinner,” was all wrong. 
And instead of asking for mercy, 
he should start out to live right 
and make sure of Heaven by “‘hold- 
ing faithful”! What an absurdity, 
almost blasphemous, that is! For 
the Scripture clearly teaches us 
that the publican went down to 
his house justified rather than the 
Pharisee, though it was the Phar- 
isee who was so caren to live 
right! 

But isn’t it clear that if salva- 
tion is of man’s works, man can 
lose his salvation,when his works 
fail; while if salvation is by God’s 


grace, then salvation cannot be lost | 


as long as God’s grace is  suffici- 
ent?

The Bible doctrine of the atone- 
ment is that the blood of Jesus 
Christ, shed when He was crucified 


world. First Peter 1:18, 19 tells us 
that. we are redeemed “with the 
precious blood of Chirst, as of a 
lamb without blemish and without 
spot.” Paul in Acts 20:28, com- 
manded the elders at Ephesus, to 
take heed “to feed the church of 
God, which he hath purchased with 
his own blood.’ The church, ac- 
cording to the Scripture, is bought 
with tite blood of Christ. .And 
ing about Christians who sin, 
I John 2:1,2 says, “If any man sin, 
we have an advocate with the 
Father, Jesus Christ the righteous; 
and he is the propitiation for our 
sins; and not for our’s only, but 
also for the sins of the whole 
world.”’ 

There we have a clear Bible doc- 
trine; Jesus died, and with His 
blood, He made propitiation for the 
sins of the whole world. Anyone 
who will accept that payment, 
finds his sins all atoned for, all 
paid for. And God does not mean 
just the sins up until the time of 
salvation, but all of the sins which 
one commits. Christ died once and 
settled the sin question, once and 
forever, for those who. believe. 
Hebrews 10:12-14 said about Jesus 
as our High Priest: 

“But this man, after he had of- 
fered one sacrifice for sins for ever, 
sat down on the right hand of God; 

“From henceforth expecting till 
his enemies be made his footstool. 

“For by one offering he hath 
perfected for ever them that are 
sanctified.” 

One offering of Christ paid for 
all the sins of the past, all the sins 
of the present, all the sins of the 
future. 

But that is not the teaching of 
those who believe that a saved per- 


son can be lost again. If a man is]. 


lost for lack of labor, lack of faith- 
fulness after he is saved, then actu- 
ally he goes to Hell‘to pay for his 
own sins. Surely it is clear that for 
a man to pay for his own sins is 
not the same as having them paid 
for by the Lord Jesus. If a Chris- 
tian gets to Heaven only by living

He loses his salvation because of 


his sin, then of course he is not 
saved by the blood. If the blood 
cannot pay for sinners, it cannot 
pay for ANYBODY. 

The Bible doctrine of substitu- 
tion is akin to the doctrine of blood 
atonement... By | substitution we 
mean that Christ took the sinner’s 
place, That is expressed in Isaiah 
53:6: “All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one 
to his own way; and the Lord hath 
laid on him the iniquity of us all.” 
Christ on the cross was treated 
like a common, guilty, Hell-deserv- 
ing criminal. He died like the wick- 
edest sinner in the world. Actually 
He died j like you_and I ought 
to die: He took the punishment and 
suffering we deserved. 

But the doctrine of substitution 
also teaches that as Christ was 
counted a sinner for our sakes, so 
we may be counted righteous for 
His sake. He took our sins; we take 
His righteousness. Since. Christ 
died for us, we are already -ac- 
counted to have died for our sins 
and to be freed from them. As He 
died, so we are counted to have 


we are to live. It is one of the 
clearest doctrines of the Bible that 
Christ took the sinner’s place in 
His death, and so atoned for all 
the sins Af everyone who would 
believe in*‘Him, and that now the 
believer in Christ is accounted 
righteousness; for Christ’s sake. 
We have Christ’s righteousness, in 
the presence of God. 

But this’ could not be true if one 
who is ‘saved can become lost 
again. If a sin of mine can come up 
against. me to damn my soul for- 
ever, after I have already trusted 


in the blood-of Christ, then it is| 


quite evident that the blood did not 
really settle all my sins; that 
Christ did not really and literally 
take my place, and that people are 
not saved by the atoning blood and 
the substitutionary death of Christ. 
if the blood paid for sins, then they 
are ALL paid for. If Christ took 
my place, and died for all my sins, 
past, present, and future, then 
when I trusted in Him, I could not 
be condemned and go to Hell for 
these sins. You can see, then, that 
if my continued salvation depends 
upon .my a. life, it does not. de-

Hil. If a Saved ‘ae Can lane 
Salvation, Then Saved Persons 
Are Not Justified, As the 
Bible Teaches 


The Bible speaks often of justi- 
fication. In Romans 3:9-18 we 
learn that there are none good, and 
none do good; that all are sinners 
alike. But Romans 3:24-28 tells us 
of sinners, 

“24. Being justified freely 
by his grace through the re- 
demption that is in Christ 
Jesus: 

“25. Whom God hath set 
forth to be a _ propitiation 
through faith in his blood, to 
declare his righteousness for 
the remission of sins that are 
past, through the forbearance 
of God; 

“26. To declare, I say, at 
this time his. righteousness: 
that he might be just,-and the 
justifier of him which believeth 
in Jesus. 

“27. Where is. boasting 
then? It is excluded. By what 
law? of works? Nay: but by 
the law of -faith. 

“28. Therefore we conclude 
that a man is justified by faith 
without the deeds of the law.’’ 
According to this Bible teaching 

on justification men are “justified 
freely by His grace through the 
redemption that is in Christ Jesus’. 
Justification is free; it does not 
cost anything. 

Since Christ died, we are told, 
God can save a sinner and still be 
just while He justifies one who 
trusts in Jésus (verse 26). This 
kind of justification forbids boast- 
ing. No one can depend on getting 
to heaven by “holding out faithful’ 
or by living a good life or by “go- 
ing through with God.” And then 
verse 28 declares that “therefore 
we conclude that a man is justifted 

by faith without the deeds of the 
law.” People are saved without do- 
ing the righteous things command- 
ed in the Ten Commandments, 
saved and justified by faith. 

What does justification mean? 
It means not only that the sinner 
is forgiven, but more than that. It 
means that after the sinner is for- 
given, he is restored to God’s favor

committed to them, and also with 
the spending of it. He had the 
privilege ‘of hearing the most mar- 
vellous ministry ‘that was ever 
given forth in this world. He listen- 
ed that day when the Lord Jesus 
preached that. wonderful Sermon 
on the Mount; he heard Him unfold 
His many parables of the Kingdom 
of Heaven, and the Kingdom of 
God; he saw His Lord time after 
time as He bowed in prayer and 
commended His disciples to the 
Father, that He might’ watch over 
and preserve them. He was so close 
to the Lord Jesus that he knew 
Who He was, and he was certain 
that He was the promised Messiah. 
This was Judas, yet he lost his 
soul! 

You and I may say, “Oh, if we 
could but have privileges like that; 
if we could but hear the words of 
the Son of God; if we did not have 
to be dependent upon His poor, 
feeble, human messengers who at 
the very best come so far short of 
what He, the blessed Saviour of 
men must have been, when He was 
preaching here in the world; if we 
could have listened to His ‘words, 
then these cold hearts of ours 
would be moved; then,.we would 
respond to Him; then undoubtedly 
we would be saved. We are lost be- 
cause we have not had the 
privileges that we might have 
had!” 

My dear friend, the greater the 
privilege, the greater the respon- 
sibility, and the greater the privi- 
lege, the more is accentuated the 
true condition of the heart of man. 
Judas had all these privileges; he 
was treated with wonderous kind- 
ness and confidence by the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and the apostolic 
band; and yet he lost his soul. 
What was the reason? Why was 
it that this man failed to profit 
under such wonderful ministry, 
and that he went out at last a 
suicide into a lost eternity ? I think 
we may find the trouble very readi- 
ly as we carefully examine the re- 
cord.

I do 
not think the Greek text will exact-. 
ly bear that translation. Most 
scholars are. agreed that it should 
not be rendered quite so strong as 
that. Instead of “The love of money 
is the root,” it is generally trans- 
lated, ‘“‘the love of money is a root 
for all evil.” It simply means that 
if'a man loves money, if he is seek- 
ing personal gain, every other kind 
of iniquity can be grafted on to 
that root. 

Years ago I was sitting out a 
little orchard. My home was in 
Fruitvale, California, just outside 
of Oakland, and having a rather 
large lot, I was very much interest- 
ed in setting out a number of fruit 
trees. A man came to sell me some 
trees, and he said, “The best thing 
you cah. do is to use trees that 
have been grafted upon a .wild 
peach root.’”’ We were troubled by 
gophers, and the wild peach root 
is so bitter that gophers will not 
eat it.. It is also a suitable root 
upon which to graft a great many 
different trees. So in my little 
orchard I had almond trees, Japa- 
nese plum trees, and our ordinary 
plum trees, German prunes, and 
two or three kinds of apricots and 
peaches, all grafted on’ wild peach 
roots, and they all flourished. The 
love of money is something like 
that. It is that ich once it is em- 
bedded in the heart of a man may 
be a-sSuitable root into which to 
graft every kind of iniquity. If you 
are a lover of money, you may be 
willing like Judas to commit theft 


in order to add to your income. You | 


remember the man who wrote to 
his son, ‘““My, son, get money, hon- 
estly if you can, but by all means 
get money.” That is the principle 
of the covetous man, and that was 
the sin of Judas.

they were put into the bag, before 
the money was counted out by the 
rest, Judas slipped a_ certain 
amount of it into his own bag. He 
abstracted some of it. He was a 
thief, and he bare away what was 
put therein.. Just imagine that man, 
that covetous man, that thief, that 
dishonest man, sitting day after 
day under the ministry of the 
blessed Christ of God, and yet 
never converted. 

“Why,” you say, “do you not 
think Judas ever was a child of 
God?” Oh no, the Lord Jesus 
makes that very plain, He says, 
“Have not I chosen you twelve, 
and one of you is a devil?” He did 
not say, “One of you is in danger 
of becoming a devil.” The word 
“devil” means a false accuser, a 
traitor, and Judas is distinctly 
called, ‘Judas the traitor.” But his 
treachery and his evil speaking 
grew out of that one sin of covet- 
ousness, and that was the sin that 
kept the Word of God from ever 
finding lodgment in his soul. 

If, as Judas listened to some of 
those wonderful sermons of the 
Lord Jesus; if, as he listened to 
those wonderful stories; if, as he 
heard..of that rich man who said, 
“What shall I do, because I have 
no room. where to bestow by 
fruits? . I will pull down my 
barns, and build greater, and I will 
say to my soul, Soul, thou hast 
much goods laid up for many 
years; take thine ease; eat, drink, 
and be merry. But "God said unto 
him, Thou fool, this night thy soul 
shall be required of thee; then 
whose shall these things be, which 
thou hast provided?” (Luke 12: 
17-20; if conscience had only be- 
come active as Judas listened to 
those words; if he had only heeded 
the voice of the Holy Spirit, and 
had said to himself, ‘‘Yes, I, too, 
am. in danger of being lost etern- 
ally, because of covetousness,” and 
had sought out the Lord, and bared 
his breast to Him, and said, “Bless- 
ed Master, ae hast chosen me 
to be one of” Thy apostles; out- 
wardly I have behaved myself, and, 
perhaps, none of my fellow _2pOs- 
tles have guessed °t - Sec! 


late; I come to Thee to confess 
that all the time I have been with 
Thee I have-b€éen a corrupt, un- 
principled, wicked man; I have 
been a covetous man; I have been 
a dishonest man; I have been steal- 
ing out of the treasury of the 
Lord.

How different the history of 
Judas might have been! Depend 
upon it, there would have been 
salvation even for him if he would 
have faced his sin in the presence 
of God, before he crossed over the 
dead line, and ‘it was too late. 

I wonder if any of you are in 
danger of being lost eternally by 
the same sin that damned Judas. 
Has the love of money gripped 
your heart? Are you, too, allowing 


are discreditable and dishonest in 
business, possibly in your dealings 
with otrers, in order that you 
may accumulate wealth? Re- 
member, some day that - money 
will burn your very soul, as though 
it were fire. We read, “The getting 
of treasures by a lying tongue is 
a vanity tossed to and fro of them 
that seek death” (Prov. 21:6). And 
again we are told that, 
getteth riches, and not by right, 
Shall leave them in. the midst of 
his days, and at his end shall be a 
fool” (Jer. 17:11). Judas put 
money in the place of. Christ; he 
put money in the place of his own 
salvation, and lost the money at 
last, and Tost also. his. soul.

If a man had inadvertently killed 
a Slave, he was to pay to the mas- 
ter thirty pieces of silver. That is 
what Judas obtained for betray- 
ing the Lord. There is many a one 
to-day who is betraying Him for 


silver—that is a fortune compar- 
ed with what some are getting for 
the betrayal of the Christ of God. 
When you think of people selling 
Jesus’ for a little paltry worldly 
pleasure, selling their hope of 
Heaven for some brief carnal en- 
joyment, selling their souls for 
sensual delight, you have some- 
thing of far less value than thirty 
pieces of silver.

Night, blacker and darker than 
he had ever known, had settled 
down upon Judas’ soul. It was not 
merely that the sun of the universe 
had withdrawn itself, and this 
earthly light was hidden from him, 
but it was right in his soul, for 
now Judas is given up, and he has 
become the son of perdition. There 
is no longer hope; he has crossed 
the dead line. He sought out the 
chief priest, and said, “I know 
where He is. He has gone from the 
supper to Gethsemane’s garden. I 
have often been with Him there.” 

If the chief priest had said, “And 
‘What did He do when He was 
there?’”’ Judas would have replied, 
“He would kneel on the ground and 
pray; He would pray for me, for 
my fellow disciples, for you and 
for the nation of Israel. I know 
where He will be; I know what He 
will be doing.” 

But all this failed to move him. 
Scripture says, ‘‘“Exhort one anoth- 
er daily, while it is called to-day; 
lest any of you’ be hardened 
through the deceitfulness of sin” 
(Heb. 3:13). Every time you hear 
the Word of God, and refuse to 
admit Christ into your heart, it be- 
comes harder; every time your sin 
is brought home to your con- 
science, and you refuse to judge it, 
it becomes easier to go on in sin. 
This hardening process had been 
going on in Judas’ life for three 
years, and now his heart will never 
be moved to penitence again.

At last his conscience is awakened, 
but without penitence, without con- 
fession to God, without true repeni- 
tance, for the word that is trans- 
lated ‘‘repent” there simply means 
that Judas was filled with remorse, 
when at last he realized what he 
had actually done, and he came 
like a crazed man into the presence 
of the chief priest, and threw down 
the thirty pieces of silver for which 
he had sold his Lord, and his soul, 
and he said, “I have sinned in that 
I have betrayed the _ innocent 
blood.” HS 

But his heart never. turned to 
God, never cried to Him for mercy; 
he simply acknowledged the awful 
blunder he had made. The priest 
turned coldly away and_ said, 
“What is that to ug, see thou to it.” 
And. Judas rushed out of _ their 
presence with his brain on. fire, 
maddened as he realized what he 
had done, and going to the edge of 
the cliff, if tradition teaches us 
aright, he found a gnarled, tree, 
and with a noose hung himself to 
the limb. As his body dropped into 
space, the noose broke, and his 
body was torn to pieces, and thus 
you have the two distinct accounts 
of his death reconciled, “he hung 
himself,”’ ane. “he was torn asun- 
der.”

God is not calling upon you to put 
things right before you come to 
Him. He is calling on you to 
receive His Son, and depend upon 
it, when you-do that, you will want 
to have things right with man. 
Recently a man was brought to 
know Christ, and a few weeks ago 


he came to one of my associates 


and said, “Now that I know the 
Lord, I want to be out and out for 
Christ, but there is something I 
will have to straighten up. I was 
a soldier in the Army, and got.into 
trouble. They put me into prison, 
but I broke away with others, and 
deserted, and I have been dodging 
the officers. But now God has 
found me, and saved me; and I 
want to be right with men.” 

So, at his own request, my asso- 
ciate took him back to the officials 
of the government, and there like 
a man he went in and told his 
story and said, “I have come back 
to give myself up.” They put him 
under arrest, and his case is now 
being taken up. The very next day 
as they put him to work on the 
rock pile, he brought the man who 
worked beside him to a saving 
knowledge of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. He is a missionary even 
though he has gone to prison. 

You know what sin is keeping 
you from Christ. We saw that the 
sin which kept Herod from Him 
was the sin of licentiousness, of 
impurity, that sin that is damning 
so many millions of men and wom- 
en to-day. It is clear that the sin 
that ruined Pontius Pilate was the 
sin of worldly ambition, and now 
we have the awful picture of Judas 
Iscariot damned because of covet- 
OUSNESS. 


What Is YOUR Sin?

-we put our trust in Him. Then

is, as if he had never sinned. In 
other words he is counted righte- 
ous, or just and is made just in 
God’s sight. So God looks on 4a sin- 
ner not only as a forgivén sinner, 
but rather as a man with no sin 
ever charged against him. A justi- 
fied person in God’s sight is as if 
he had never sinned, when it comes 
to the matter of getting to Heaven 
and having salvation. And this 
justification is clearly given to all 
those who believe in Christ. 

Remember that the penitent 
publican prayed in the temple, 
“God be merciful to me a sinner,” 
then “went down to his house jus- 
tified,” that.is, counted no longer 
a sinner, (Luke 18:13, 14). In Acts 
13:38, 39 Paul and Barnabas 
preached, “Be it known unto you, 
therefore, men and brethren, that 
through this man is preached unto 
you the forgiveness of sins: And 
by him all that believe are justi- 
fied from all things, from which ye 
could not -be justified by the law 
of Moses.”’ We see that one is jus- 
tified from all things as soon as 
he puts his trust in Christ. 

Above we called attention to the 
teaching on justification in the last 
of Romans chapter three. In the 
fourth chapter of Romans this 
teaching is continued. Romans 4:3- 
8 says:: 

“3. For what saith.the scrip- 

ture? Abraham. believed God, 
and it was counted unto him 
for righteousness. 

“4. Now to him that work- 
eth is the reward not reckon- 
ed of grace, but of debt. 

“Sd. But to him that worketh 
not, but believeth on him that 
justifieth the ungodly, his 
faith is counted for righteous- 
ness. 

“6. Even as David also de- 
scribeth the blessedness of the 
man, unto whom God imputeth 
righteousness without works. 

“7, Saying, Blessed are they 
whose iniquities are forgiven, 
and whose sins are covered. 

“8. Blessed is’ the: man _ to 
whom the Lord will not impute 
sin,” 

Here we see clearly what the 
Bible doctrine of justification is, 
Abraham was ed simply by 
believing’ God. And when he put 
his trust in. God for salvation, his’ 
faith “was counted unto him for 
righteousness” (verse 3). 

And to the man who does no 
good works—‘‘to him that worketh 
not, believeth on him that justi- 
fieth. the ungodly, his faith is 
counted for righteousness.” God 
justifies people who are ungodly, 
when they trust in Him. Then, that 
faith is counted instead of righte- 
ousness. We have Christ’s righte- 
ousness credited to us as soon'‘as 


verse 6 tells us how blessed is the 
man “unto whom God- imputed 
righteousness without works.” God 
counts one righteous who is not! 
That is justification. The believer’s 
sins are covered, are forgiven says 
verse 7, and verse 8 says, “Blessed 
is the man to whom the Lord will 
not impute sin.” When a man puts 
his trust in Christ, the Bible doc- 
trine is that he is justified then 
and that in the future, God will not 
impute sin to him, will not charge 
up sin against him to the damna- 
tion of his soul. 

Of course we know that God still 
deals with his children on the mat- 
ter of their sins, and chastens them 
as necessary, but he never charges 
their sins against them in the sense 
of damage to their souls. Christians 
will face their sins at the judgment 
seat of Christ;.and will lose their 
reward (I Cor. 3:10-15) but will 
be saved so as by fire.” 

But if a saved person loses his 
salvation it is clear that this whole 
doctrine of justification would be 
false. How could a man go to Hell 
who was perfectly just in God’s 
sight? . That is impossible! How 
could a man go to Hell without sin 
being imputed or charged up 
against him? That is impossible! 
So the doctrine that a saved per- 
son, born again, a child of God, 
can fall away so far as to lose his 
salvation and be lost forever, clear- 
ly contradicts the Bible doctrine of 
justification. Both cannot be true. 


IV. lf A Saved Person Ever Loses 
Salvation Then Christ's High 
Priestly Intercessory Prayers 
of No Avail 
The Bible teaches us that Christ 


is now our High Priest. Hebrews 
10:21,22 tells us that “And having 


heart and full assurance of. faith.” 
And Hebrews 9:24 says, “For 
Christ is not,entered into the holy 
places made with hands, which are 
the figures of the true; but into 
heaven itself, now to appear in the 
presence of God for us.” 

These Scriptures make it clear 
that Christ’s work for sinners was 
not done when He died. After we 
have put our trust in Christ, then 
Christ remains always at the right 
hand of God to take our part, to 
intercede for us, to represent us 
in Heaven, 

Romans 5:9, 10 says, “Much 
more then, being now justified by 
his blood, we shall be saved from 
wrath through him, For if, when 
we were enemies, we were recon- 
ciled to God by ‘the death of his 
Son, much more, being reconciled, 
we shall be saved by his life.” You 
See, we are already justified by the 
blood of Christ. The death of Christ 
took care of all of our sins. And 
now, we are kept, not by our own 
lives, but “by his life.” 

A Christian should hold fast to 
his profession. n when Satan 
traps him and he falls into sin, he 
should not throw away his hope. 
Why? Hebrews 4:14-16 tells us: 


“14. Seeing then that we 
have a great high priest, that 
is passed into heavens, Jesus 
the Son of God, let us hold fast 
our profession. 

“15. For we have not an 
high priest which cannot be 
touched with the feeling of our 
infirmities; but was in all 
points tempted like as we are, 
yet without sin. 

“16. Let us therefore come 
boldly unto the throne_ of 
grace, that we may obtain 

' mercy, and find grace to help 
in time of need.” 

Jesus knows all our temptations. 
He is our High Priest, is now in the 
Heavens, taking our place. Oh, “let 
us therefore come boldly unto the 
throne of grace, that we may ob- 
tain mercy, and find grace to help 
in time of need!”

But if we do sin, we Christians, 
then ‘‘we have an advocate with 
the Father, Jesus Christ the righte- 
ous.’”’ We have a friend. at court, 


we have a blessed Mediator who 


ever lives to make intercession for 
us according to the will of God. 
How can a child of God go to Hell 
when Jesus is taking his part and 
praying for him in Heaven? 

This intercessory, High Priestly 
work of Jesus in . i. for Chris- 
tians goes on aff the time. He is 
our advocate all the time. And al- 
ways He is able to remind the 
Father that He is the propitiation 
for our sins, that He has paid for 
them all, that they have been 
charged to Him and ought not to 
be charged against us in the sense 
of damning our souls. Oh, I am 
glad that Jesus is always on the 


-job, taking my part in Heaven, 


making intercession for us! 


I like for other people to pray 
for me. But. others do not always 
have their prayers answered. Jesus 
does. Remember that He said, 
“Father, I thank thee that thou 
hast heard me. And I knew that 
thou hearest me always,” (John 
11:41, 32). God always hears Jesus, 
when He prays. And Jesus prays 
for His own. That is His daily busi- 
ness. And thus we are kept by the 
power of God. 

In John 17 is recorded an exten- 
sive prayer of the Saviour. Jésus 
the 
upper room and have started for 


the Garden of Gethsemane. On the 
road Jesus starts to pray. Let us 


name 


“Neither pray I for these alone, 


2 zB but for them also which shall be- 
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lieve on me through their word;”’ 


“That they all may be one; as 
thou, Father, art in me, and I in 


_ thee, that ‘they also may be one in 
us: that the world may believe that 


thou hast sent me. 


“And the glory which thou 
gavest me I have given them; that 
they may be one, evén as we are 
one: 


‘TI in them, and thou in me, that 
they may be made perfect in one; 
and that the world may know that 
thou hast sent me, and hast loved 
them, as thou hast loved me. 


“Father, I will that they also, 


‘whom thou hast given me, be with 


me where I am! that they may be- 
hold my glory, which thou hast 
given me: for thou lovest me be- 
fore the foundation of the world.”’ 

Jesus was praying for us! He 
was praying for every one of us 
who, through the words of the 
discipleg and those they should 
preach to, should hear His word, 
and believe on Him! He prayed,

. And for what did JesusvAask? 
Listen! “Father, I will that they 
also, whom thou hast given me, be 
with me where I am; that they 
may behold-my glory, which thou 
hast given me.” Jesus prayed that 
all who would ever trust in Him 


‘would land safe in Heaven, to be 


with Christ and to behold His 
glory! Oh, what a High Priest! 
Thank God for His intercessory 
prayers, which guarantee Heaven 
for one who has put his trust in 
Him. 

But if a saved person ever falls 


away and loses salvation and goes 


to Hell, then ali the Highly Priestly 
prayers of Christ are of none avail. 
The prayer of Jesus in John, 
chapter 17, was not heard. It does 
no good that He ever lives to make 
intercession for us according to the 
will of God. It does no good that 
“we have an advocate with the 
Father, Jesus Christ the righteous 
one’’—that is, I say, it does no 
good if a saved soul can be lost 
after he had been born again by 
faith in Christ. , 


Do you not see that the Bible 
doctrine of the High Priestly 
work of Christ in interceding for 
His own, clearly contradicts the 
foolish thought that a child of God 
will be lost again! The two. doc- 
trines cannot go together. 


Does it not seem clear after you 
have prayerfully read this article 
that if one who has trusted Christ 
for his salvation and been convert- 
ed and born again and then lost 
that contradicts the Bible doctrine 
of salvation by grace aloné, not of 
works? And if 2 saved person loses 
salvation then how could it be 
salvation wholly by the blood of 
Christ, and by His substitutionary 
death on the cross? If a saved per- 
son can be lost then surely he was 
not justified so that sin could not 
be imputed to him. If a saved 
person losses salvation when Jesus, 
our High Priest, is praying for 
him to be kept, then Christ’s High 


‘Priestly intercession does not avail; 


His work is a failure. 


Of course, any such supposition 
is absurd and proves that a saved 
person cannot be lost. / | 

Next week we will state four 
more absurdities which cannot be 
so, but would be true if a born 
again child of God ever should 
lose salvation.
